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Heavily 
contested

WILMINGTON — The 
March 5 deadline for sub- 
mission of nomination pa- 
pers has come and gone. 
And the official list of 
seats and candidates run- 
ning in the 2021 annual 
Wilmington town election 
is as follows: 

On the School Commit- 
tee, three seats are open, 
two that will be occupied 
for three-year terms, and 
one that will be occupied 
for two years. For the two 
three-year seats, newcom- 
er James Defeo goes up 
against Mary Jane Byrnes 
and David Ragsdale, both 
incumbent candidates. 

For the two-year seat, 
Justin Cusce, Yvonne Hel- 
bert, Emily Irving, and Me- 
lissa Plowman go head to 
head. All four are newcom- 
ers. 

For the Board of Select- 
men seat, one previously 
reported candidate, incum- 
bent and Chairman of the 
Board Jonathan Eaton, did 
not return nomination pa- 
pers, leaving Lilia Maselli 
uncontested for the seat. 
Maselli will serve three 
years on the Board of Sel- 
ectmen. 

Eaton is not out of the 
election, however, as he 
took out and returned pa- 
pers for the position of 
Town Moderator. Eaton is 
uncontested, and will serve 
a three-year term as mod- 
erator. 

The Shawsheen Tech 
School Committee has one 
seat open, that newcomer 
Charles Fiore Jr. is run- 
ning for uncontested. The 
candidate will serve three 
years on the Shawsheen 
Tech School Committee. 

Finally, for the one open 
seat on the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, new- 
comer Lorraine Penney 
runs uncontested. Penney 
will serve for five years on 
the Authority, the longest 
term of the open seats in 
this election. 

The last day for newly eli- 
gible voters to register in 
time to participate in this 
year’s annual election is 
Monday, April 5: 

Voting will take place on 
April 24, 2021, between the 
hours of 8 a.m. - 8 p.m. 
Those voting will report to 
their precinct polling sta- 
tion. Information on where 
each precinct is voting can 
be found on the Town of 
Wilmington website. 

Those voting absentee 
should visit the Town of 
Wilmington website for 
more information on the 
process of requesting an 
absentee ballot. 

As a reminder, those par- 
ticipating in voting should 
remember on April 24 to 
follow all covid guidelines, 
such as wearing a mask, 
social distancing, and us- 
ing hand sanitizer.

Nelson receives 
prestigious scholarship

ILMINGTON 
— Wilmington 
High School sen- 


ior Miriam Nelson has 
been selected as one of 
two Massachusetts stu- 
dents to participate in 
this year's United States 
Senate Youth Program. 
Nelson, alongside Jack 
Harlow Perenick of Long- 
meadow, will represent 
the Massachusetts dele- 
gation with Senator Eli- 
zabeth Warren and Sena- 
tor Ed Markey as one of 
104 members of the na- 
tional student delegation 
during the virtual Wash- 
ington Week event from 
March 14-17, 2021. 

In addition to participa- 
tion in the program, Nel- 
son will also receive a 
$10,000 scholarship to be 
put towards her under- 
graduate degree. 

Nelson first’ learned 
about the United States 
Senate Youth Program 
(USSYP) while search- 
ing online for opportuni- 
ties for government ex- 
perience. To apply, she 


submitted a resume, as 
well as an essay focusing 
on a cause.taken by one 
of Massachusetts’ U.S. 
Senators. 

After being selected as 
a finalist, Nelson was in- 
terviewed by the MA De- 
partment of Education, 
and was ultimately cho- 
sen as one of the state’s 
two delegates for the pro- 
gram. 

The USSYP was creat- 
ed in 1962 and has been 
sponsored by the Senate 
and fully funded by The 
Hearst Foundations since 
its creation. The pro- 
gram’s goal, as stated in 
Senate testimony, is "to 
increase young Ameri- 
cans’ understanding of 
the interrelationships of 
the three branches of gov- 
ernment, learn the cal- 
iber and responsibilities 
of federally elected and 
appointed officials, and 
emphasize the vital im- 
portance of democratic 
decision making not only 
for America but for peo- 
ple around the world." 

The merit-based pro- 
gram typically brings two 
outstanding high school 
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students from each state, 
the District of Columbia 
and the Department of 
Defense Education Acti- 
vity to Washington, D.C. 
for an intensive week- 
long study of the federal 
government. This year, 
the program will be held 
online. 

In relation to the pro- 
gram, Nelson and Pere- 
nick were able to meet 
with Senator Ed Markey 
via Zoom. Nelson noted 
that this was particular- 
ly exciting, for Markey 
works in policy areas of 
great .interest to her, 
such as the internet and 
the environment. 

At Wilmington High 
School, Nelson serves as 
co-president of the senior 
class, president of Model 
UN, treasurer of the Na- 
tional Honor Society, and 
treasurer of the Rotary 
Interact club. She plays 
the violin with the Wil- 
mington Strings Orches- 
tra and, prior to the pan- 
demic, she was a color 
guard section leader and 
varsity track and field 
captain. 

Nelson also co-founded

WILMINGTON — The 
Board of Selectmen open- 


ed their meeting this Mon- 


day night as usual with 
the COVID-19 health up- 
date from Fire Chief Bill 
Cavanaugh and Board of 


Health Director Shelly 
Newhouse before they re- 
ceived communications 
and other action items. 
Cavanaugh mentioned 
that active positive CO- 
VID-19 cases in town 
have continued to drop, 
which Newhouse con- 
firmed. He said that they 


recommend anyone who’s 
eligible and willing to get 
the vaccine to do so, with 
three vaccines now avail- 
able at various state vac- 
cination sites. 

He wasn’t sure if talks 
were still ongoing with 
the state delegation on set- 
ting up a site at the Shri- 


ner’s Auditorium, but he 
did include the CDC gui- 
dance that those who are 
vaccinated don’t need to 
wear masks while gath- 
ering with others who have 
also been vaccinated. 

. Newhouse reported that 
the town had 70 positives 
and 115 residents in quar- 


antine at the time. She 
shared that there wasn’t 
any uptick after school 
vacation, but the trend in 
families has continued. 
She also said that the 
town has vaccinated 200

BOSTON — The Massa- 
chusetts Office of Cam- 
paign and Political Fi- 
nance reached an agree- 
ment on March 4, 2021 
with State Representative 
Dave Robertson regard- 
ing payment of campaign 
related activities out of 
personal funds, totaling 
over $15,000, without pro- 
per disclosure. 

According to the agree- 
ment, “Prior to the pri- 
mary election on Sept. 
1,2020, and the general 
election on Nov. 3, 2020, 
the Candidate and Com- 
mittee distributed door 
hangers, letters, and signs, 


and placed newspaper 
and Facebook advertise- 
ments promoting Robert- 
son's candidacy for State 
Representative. The Com- 
mittee's bank reports 
from Aug. 1, 2020 through 
Sept. 30, 2020 only dis- 
closed two expenditures, 
totaling $6, for bank fees.” 

Robertson represents 
the 19th Middlesex Dis- 
trict encompassing the 
towns of Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

According to Massachu- 
setts General Law, all le- 
gislative candidates are 
required to disclose their 
campaign finance activi- 
ty through the depository 
system of reporting. 

The agreement states 
“the Candidate signed 


and filed a statement 
with OCPF in which the 
Committee appointed a 
depository bank and af- 
firmed that all campaign 
finance activity would be 
handled by the Commit- 
tee through the deposito- 
ry account, as required 
by M.G.L.c55,919.” 
Candidates are not pro- 
hibited from using their 
own funds for campaign 
purposes; however, such 
funds must be deposited 
in the candidate’s cam- 
paign account first, and 
then withdrawals can be 
made. Robertson’s former 
treasurer, Jesse Fennelly 
of Wilmington, a member 
of the Wilmington School 
Committee, resigned and 
apologized for falling be- 


hind in the reporting of 
campaign expenses. 
According to state rec- 
ords, expenditures in the 
amount of $15,399.05 were 
not reported initially in 
an external activity re- 
port. Robertson’s current 
campaign manager is 
Wilmington Town Moder- 
ator Rob Peterson. 
Robertson provided a 
statement in the OCPF 
document:” I am pleased 
to have worked with OCPF 
to properly clarify and 
record how my own per- 
sonal, out-of-pocket expen- 
ses were meant to be stat- 
ed, and am confident go- 
ing forward that this issue 
is permanently resolved.” 
Robertson must provide 
copies of receipts and de- 


posits for any campaign 
activity from January 
2021-June of 2022 on a pre- 
determined schedule to 
the OCPF. Robertson must 
also pay the $2,000 fine in 
four quarterly install- 
ments of $500 each for the 
remainder of 2021 out of 
his own personal funds. 
Robertson provided the 
following statement to 
the Town Crier: “I am 
pleased that this is all 
wrapped up, the expendi- 
tures of my own money 
that needed to be clari- 
fied were done as soon as 
OCPF made us aware 
last October, and our 
new treasurer is coming 
on board with no issues 
moving forward as I con- 
tinue to serve our towns.”

Mortgage interest paid on a second residence. is 
deductible as long as you don’t rent out the residence 
during the tax year, and the mortgage satisfies the same 
requirements for deductible interest as on a primary 
residence. If you do rent out the residence, you must use 
it for more than 14 days or more than 10% of the number 
of days you rent it out, whichever is longer, for the 
mortgage interest to be deductible. 

If the home was acquired on or before December 15, 
2017, then the total amount you (or your spouse if 
married filing a joint return) can treat as home 
acquisition debt on your main and second home is 
$1,000,000; or $500,000 if married filing separately. If the

State and local real property taxes are generally 


Deductible real property taxes include any state or 
local taxes based on the value of the real property and 
levied for the general public welfare.

iPods for Wounded 
Veterans helps paralyzed 
Air Force veteran 


To the editor, 

Dear Board, } 

On Jan. 28, 2021, while re- 
ceiving our COVID vacci- 
nations at the James A. 
Haley Veterans Hospital, 
we were approached by Mr. 
John Parker who noticed 
my son, Brandon Walker, 
waiting in his wheelchair. 

Brandon Walker is an Air 
Force veteran that is para- 
lyzed from a fall in 2014 
while serving as a Geospa- 
tial Intelligence Analyst in 
support of deployed ele- 
ments for OIF and ORF. 
Brandon fell seven: stories 
from a rooftop but survived 
the fall. He is an incomplete 
paraplegic and his T-6 ver- 
tebrae was shattered in the 
fall along with both femurs. 


He collapsed both lungs. 


and lost his-spleen but he 
has an acquired brain in- 
jury from both hypoxia and 
sheering from the fall. It is 
nothing short of a miracle 
that he is still with us today. 

After speaking with Mr. 
Parker, he referred us to Mr. 
Cardello who subsequently 
arranged to send a box full of 


electronics and devices to 


help Brandon during his re- 
covery and with everyday life. 
We were both shocked at 
the generosity, care and 
compassion shown by rela- 
tive strangers with the only 
common bond being that of 
faithful military service. 
Brandon spent much of 
this past weekend unpack- 
aging and setting up the 
various devices that were 
sent. I would hesitate to list 
all the items for fear of 
leaving anything out, but 
suffice it to say that it was 
akin to a kid at Christmas

and the joy on his face was 
all a parent current could 
ever hope for. 

The challenges have been 
many, and: the fear of los- 
ing Brandon has weighed 
heavily at times. What may 
seem routine to you now, 
can only be considered near 
miraculous for families such 
as ours to be the benefactors 
of your generosity and com- 
mitment to our veterans. 

“Thank you” just doesn’t 
‘seem like enough to express 
how this has touched us and 
will make Brandon’s.days so 
much more enjoyable and 
productive, but please accept 
this as our extreme grati- 
tude for all you are doing for 
us and families like ours. 

I also am aware that pro- 
grams such as these do not 
exist without a “village” be- 
hind the scenes: donors, vo- 
lunteers and other organiza- 
tions that support our veter- 
ans. To all those that play a 
part in bringing this to 
fruition, we also wish to say 
thank you, and hope you will 
share this with them. You 
are ALL making huge di- 
fferences in people’s lives.

It could become a recre- 
ational village in the heart of 
Reading. 

Capping off a months-long 
visioning and study process, 
principals from Needham con- 
sulting firm Activitas recently 
unveiled an ambitious multi- 
million dollar plan to upgrade 
and tie together a sprawling 
network of conservation areas, 
playgrounds, and athletic 
spaces that comprise what is 
known as Birch Meadow Park. 

Not stopping there, the 
master plan, which the study 
team estimates will take 
nearly a decade to fund and 
implement, also proposes the 
addition of at least two new 
synthetic fields, athletic 
amenities like batting cages, 
nighttime lights, new seating 
areas, and the addition of new 
walking trails, restrooms, and 
passive park and picnic areas. 

The three-phased undertak- 
ing would reportedly range be- 
tween $10 to $17 million, based 
upon rough forecast presenta- 
tions from Activitas represen- 
tative Mark Novak. 

“We moved forward with a 
design that was reasonable be- 
cause it works within the exist- 
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ing structure of Birch Meadow. 
It doesn’t go and and -rip 
everything out to recreate the 
wheel, so to speak,” Novak 
told the Select Board last 
month. 

“This is fantastic. It’s well 
thought-out and complete,” 
agreed Select Board Chair 
Mark Dockser, whose senti- 
ments were echoed by several 
of his colleagues. 


Birch Meadow Park 

Sitting just northwest of 
Reading Center, the recre- 
ational area, sandwiched be- 
tween Main Street and Route 
129, already includes the high- 
use synthetic tuft athletic 
areas and tennis courts by 
Reading Memorial High 
School. 

However, according Novak, 
who has also pitched the mas- 
ter plan to Reading’s Recre- 
ation Committee, the area 
could become a true commu- 
nity gem if only better con- 
nected to nearby but disjointed 
conservation spaces and pub- 
lic parking lots.

A brand new restroom fa- 
cility and pavilion building for 
picnicking would be situated 
off that major artery. 

Meanwhile, an upgraded 

children’s playground, eight 
new pickleball courts, and 
two new outdoor basketball 
courts would also be created 
between the youth baseball at 
Morton Field by Bancroft Av- 
enue and the Rise parking 
area. 

“[The central spine] con- 
nects almost every element 
in the park from Birch 
Meadow all the way down to 
the parking lot at RMHS. 
And along that spine, we’d 
have secondary pathways 
running along the fields,” 


Novak explained. 

“Our ideas is to expand ac- 
cess to the park from parking 
areas. We know parking is an 
issue, especially along Ban- 
croft Avenue,” continued the 
landscape architect, saying 
the idea is users will consider 
secondary lots if they can 
more easily walk to all of 
Birch Meadow Park’s fields. 


Next steps 

According to Town Man- 
ager Robert LeLacheur, 
though the Birch Meadow 
master planning process has 
already included at least two 
public forums, he believes the 
town’s citizenry may need a 
few more opportunities to con- 
sider the overall proposal. 


LeLacheur last month also 
advised the Select Board that 
before moving into a formal 
design and vetting process, the 
phased improvement plan 


needs to be incorporated into 
the community’s capital 
budget. 


“Ym pretty sure nothing 
that is being described is in 
the capital plan. So that would 
be the next step, to work that 
into a capital plan this sum- 
mer,” said the town manager. 

Already, Reading’s Recre- 
ation Committee is ready to 
begin that process, as it has

darned charming. We met 
him on the morning of his 
21st birthday, awakening in 
his palace bedroom to a full 
orchestra, servants tossing 
rose petals at his feet, and 
gorgeous naked women 
servicing him in the bathtub 
until his royal appendage 
was deemed clean. 

Oops! Sorry, kids. Some 
parts of "Coming To Amer- 
ica" didn't age very well. In- 
cluding most of the stuff 
about women. 

But 33 years and one 
#MeToo movement later, it's 
time for a reboot. The good 
news about "Coming 2 
America," directed by Craig 
Brewer, is that things have 
gotten better for women in 
Zamunda. Yes, it's still a pa- 
triarchy (more on that soon)

and yes, there are still obedi- 
ent royal bathers. But we 
don't see their naked breasts 
or backsides. There's also a 
bathtub gag involving the 
great Leslie Jones that flips 
the gender dynamic entirely 
and gratifyingly (especially 
for her). 

And now, Prince Akeem is 
not a randy young heir but an 
established family man. Hap- 
pily married for 30 years to 
Princess Lisa — the bride he 
found in Queens in the last 
film — he has three daugh- 
ters, brave and feisty. The 
eldest wants to be his heir. A 
female heir? That's not done, 


in Zamunda. But the times, 
they are — or might be — a- 
changin’. 

That's the good news. The 
bad news is that this sequel, 
despite (or perhaps because 
of) its nod to modern sensibil- 
ities, isn't nearly as funny or 
edgy as the original. It has 
seemingly everything -— the 
original cast, some well- 
known newcomers, high-pro- 
file cameos  — _ and 
eye-popping costumes by the 
great Ruth E. Carter (an 
Oscar winner for "Black Pan- 
ther"). It has set pieces and 
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choreography and de-aging 
technology and overlaying 
plot lines. What it has less of, 
is fun. 

Still, just like we go to col- 
lege reunions 30 years later to 
recapture the magic, fans of 
the first will flock to it on 
Amazon Prime. They likely 
won't be too disappointed. Es- 
pecially because, despite the 
knowing references to urban 
gentrification, transgender 
offspring, Teslas and even un- 
necessary movie sequels, lit- 
tle has really changed. 

Obviously Murphy is back, 
as producer and star. So is Ar- 
senio Hall, as trusty sidekick 
Semmi (and a bunch of other 
roles). Also back: the stately 
James Earl Jones as King 


Jaffe Joffer; Shari Headley as 
Lisa (a seriously underwrit- 
ten role); and Louie Anderson 
as Maurice. John Amos is 
back as Lisa's dad, still rip- 
ping off McDonald's. And of 
course the My-T-Sharp bar- 
bershop crew is back in 
Queens. 

A new presence is the ca- 
sually appealing Jermaine 
Fowler as Lavelle, Akeem's 
previously unknown son.

Blackstone Hockey

WILMINGTON -- Over 
the past year, as many 
area communities sought 
the means to keep their 
youth off the couch and 
active in some form or 
another, there certainly 
was no shortage of well- 
meaning citizens willing 
to devote their time and 
money toward that end. 

Frank Cain took. that 
worthy cause a step fur- 
ther, transforming his 
Wilmington back yard 
into an actual skating 
rink, complete with walls, 
a lighting system for 
nighttime use, and red 
and blue LED-lighting 
beneath the ice surface to 
mark the lines. Cain 
dubbed his rink the 
“Blackstone Ice Arena,” 
named for the street 
where he makes his home 
with wife Becky and his 
two children. 

“I’ve been building this 
rink each winter for about 
five or six years,” said 
Cain, as he prepared to 
join his seven-year-old 
daughter Samantha at her 
learn-to-skate session. 
“Last year, it was about 
75-feet in length but this 
year, with COVID-19 and 
added spacing in mind, 
we expanded to over a 
hundred feet.” 

In order to build a rink 
of that scope, which actu- 
ally measures 112-feet in 
length and 50-feet in 
width, Cain resorted to 
removing a number of 
trees. “I wanted to make it 
as big as possible, for the 
kids,” he said. 

Since its construction 
was completed, the rink 
has been a huge draw for 
area youth seeking an 
enjoyable and safe venue 
to skate, as well as partic- 
ipate in actual organized

games. Last week, for 
instance, | Cain and 
Wilmington Youth Hockey 
President Steven Doherty 
welcomed as many as 
twenty-five kids to a 
round-robin mini-tourna- 
ment. 

“What we did was play a 
three-on-three-on-three 


tournament,” explained 
young Frank, 12, who 
skates with the 


Wilmington PeeWee 2’s. 
“Two teams went first and 
whoever won would 
progress to the semifinals 
and so on, until reaching 
the finals.” 

Cain, 43, explained that 
the Town of Wilmington 
was unable to land a con- 
tract with the Ristuccia 
Arena, likely due to the 
restrictions placed on 
facilities where typically, 
large groups of people 
tend to congregate. 
Without the benefit of an 
indoor ice facility, skaters 
and hockey programs 
would usually turn to area 
ponds. But in recent 
years, warmer winters 
with wildly fluctuating 
temperatures have made 
skating on lakes and 
ponds a risky proposition. 

“Years ago, that’s what 
we did,” recalled Cain, 
who is currently an assis- 
tant coach with the WYH 
PeeWee 2’s. “We played 
pond hockey. But they 
don’t freeze like they used 
to. I think we got out on 
Silver Lake just once this 
season. So, my rink sup- 
plements the lack of safe 
places for kids to skate.” 

That would include, of 
course, his daughter 
Samantha and ‘son Frank, 
who is a member of the 
PeeWee 2’s, coached by 
Paul McDonald. 

“I think having an ice 
rink in our back yard is 
great,” said Cain’s soon- 
to-be-eight year-old 
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Rink a big hit with the kids

daughter Samantha. “The 
best part of it is being 
able to have friends over 
to skate. It’s also nice that 
I can skate anytime I 
want to.” 

“Honestly, I haven’t yet 
figured out if my kids 
have more fun or if I’m 
having more fun watching 
them skate,” Cain said. 


Most of the skating 
activity at Cain’s 
Blackstone Ice Arena 


takes place after dark, 
when temperatures tend 
to dip and the ice surface 
solidifies. One might gath- 
er that, with the bright 
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lights and the commotion, 
nearby neighbors would 
raise concern. This is not 
the case, however. 

“T have great neighbors 
and they’re all very sup- 
portive of what we’re 
doing here,” he said. “Our 
neighbors and their chil- 
dren have been known to 
take a spin or two.” 

Cain, 48, grew up in 
nearby North Andover 
and was a co-captain with 
the Knights until graduat- 
ing in 1996. He met and 
married Chicago-native 
Becky and the couple 
later settled in 
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Wilmington and started a 
family. Becky, as it turns 
out, has been an integral 
part of maintaining the 
rink. 

“I can’t get away without 
mentioning how impor- 
tant she is,” Cain stressed, 
with a laugh. “If the rink 
ice does happen to soften 
and a skater breaks 
through, she is out there 
in her high boots, making 
repairs to the liner some- 
times until two-in-the- 
morning.” 

“T enjoy it because we 
have an ‘opportunity to 
watch our kids play, 
together, as a couple,” 
said Becky. “During this 
pandemic, with the rinks 
allowing only one parent 
to enter, some of us moms 
have been missing out. 
But with this rink in our 
back yard, it’s nice to get 
everyone together. 

According to WYH’s 
Doherty, Cain has done 
far more than build a 
hockey rink. 

“This is so unlike other 
sports, like soccer or bas- 
ketball where all you need 
is a field or a ball and a 
hoop,” said Doherty. “In 
hockey, there’s only so 
much ice time available 
and this additional access 
is appreciated by the kids. 
My son played until after 


midnight the other night. 
Thanks to Frank, many of 
these kids are building 
memories that will last a 
lifetime.” 

Doherty went on to cred- 
it Cain with his focus on 
safety during the ongoing 
pandemic. He pointed out 
that the kids wear hel- 
mets and masks, nobody 
enters Cain’s home, and 
parents who are observ- 
ing spread out around the 
rink circumstance, some 
in lawn chairs. 

“We were playing the 
other night, mostly boys,” 
said Doherty. “And then 
their younger sisters 
many between the ages of 
4-8, showed up and took a 
turn. Some expressed a 
desire to play more hock- 
ey. It was inspirational. 
Whether he realizes it or 
not, Frank Cain has built 
in his back yard a feeder 
system for Wilmington 
Youth Hockey and 
beyond.” 

In the _ not-too-distant 
future, there might well 
be a hockey player who 
successfully climbed 
through the. ranks and 
reached the big stage in 
the NHL but holds fond 
memories of a few mid- 
night spins: he took on 
Frank Cain’s Blackstone 
Arena.

Earlier this winter sea- 
son, the Town Crier fea- 
tured Tewksbury 
Memorial High School 
boys hockey coach Derek 
Doherty, who won his 
250th game, while we also 
reprinted stories on Hall 
of Famers Bob McCabe 
(Tewksbury) and Bill 
Gordon (Shawsheen). 

In all three cases, the 
numbers and accomplish- 
ments of those three were 
astonishing. 

Then we reprinted the 
1983-'84 WHS Boys Hockey 
team's season. Over the 
next few weeks we plan on 
re-running the 07-'08 and 
the two state champi- 
onship seasons in 2012 and 
13, as well as the two 
Tewksbury state champi- 
onship seasons 1995 and 
2011), and hopefully the 
one for Shawsheen Tech 
(1984). 

And that got us thinking 


Wilmington, Tewksbury 
and Shawsheen Tech all 
have an enriched tradition 
of boys hockey with an 
enormous amount of wins, 
league and state titles. 
The talent that has come 
through the programs 
over the last 50-60 years is 
truly incredible. There's a 
handful of guys who went 
on to play professionally, 
and others who went on to 
play at elite collegiate 
programs, whether it be 


Providence, UMass- 
Lowell, West Point, 
Merrimack and _ St. 
Lawrence University. 


Also, there's some former 
outstanding stars who 
after their playing days 
were over, got into the 
coaching ranks at a high 
level with Bob Ware at 


UMass-Lowell and Ed 
Walsh, who is currently 
the goalie coach _ at 


Northeastern University. 
If you want to expand 
the thought and think out- 
side of the box, how about 
some of the surrounding 
towns and the talent that 
programs like Billerica, 
Burlington and 
Chelmsford? Those com- 
munities have put out a 
wealth of talent with some 
players who had tremen- 
dous NHL, collegiate or 
high school careers. The

list includes from 
Billerica, Tom Fitzgerald, 
Paul and Bob Miller, Tom 
Glavine and Paul Ames; 
from Burlington, Jay

Bourque and Jack Eichel. 

In that group are Stanley 
Cup winners, Hobey 
Baker Award winners, or 
like Glavine, a 200-plus 
high school scorer who 
was drafted by the LA 
Kings but chose baseball 
instead and won 300-plus 
games and is in the Hall 
of Fame. 

"Yeah, it's crazy and 
there's a lot of good hock- 


ey in the area,” said long- 
time WHS coach Steve 
Scanlon. “Teams have 
been very successful. In 
the 70’s there when the 
Bruins were winning their 
Stanley Cups and every- 
thing, I think hockey took 
off around here and kind 
of never left. The 
Merrimack Valley has 
always been such a pretty 
big hot bed for hockey. 
Then we produced a lot of 
good quality. kids, even 
pros out of this area. You 
think about the Millers 
out of Billerica, good play- 
ers just all over the place. 
There's lot of college kids 
and some pro stuff.” 


THE NUMBERS 


From the three _ pro- 
grams, Wilmington, 
Tewksbury and 
Shawsheen, the numbers 
like we mentioned are 


staggering. We found 
records of four coaches in 
Wilmington with Ken 


Palm (1969 and 1978), Al 
Fessenden (1970-77), Bill 
Cullen ('78-91) and Steve 
Scanlon ("92 to present). 

In two seasons, Palm fin- 
ished 25-6-5 and had one 
league title. 

In eight seasons, 
Fessenden finished 78-53- 
13, with three league 
titles. 

In 13 seasons, we believe 
Cullen had an overall 
record of 125-101-26, with 
two league titles, while he 
took one team to the 
Eastern Mass 
Championship game and 


another team to _ the 
Eastern Mass semi-final 
game. 


In 30 seasons, Scanlon 
has a record of 359-221-70 
with 11 league champi- 
onship titles, two state 
championship titles, three 
North Sectional champi- 
onship titles and one state 
finalist trophy. 

In Wilmington, since 
1969, those four coaches 
have combined to coach 
1,082 games and have an 
overall record of 587-381- 
114, including 17 league 
championship titles, 2 
state titles, 3 North 
Sectional championships, 
while losing once in the 
state finals, the Eastern 
Mass finals, the Eastern 
Mass semi-finals and the 
North Sectional finals.

Sectional title and several 
Eastern Mass semi-final 
appearances. Over a span 
of 93 games, at one point 
of his coaching career, 
McCabe was 81-6-6. 

Bob Ware took over after 
McCabe and his record 
may be off a few games, 
but we believe during his 
four years, he was 62-23 
with two league titles, 
while playing in Division 
Mire? 

Doherty just finished his 
20th season as coach and 
now has a record of 254- 
131-40, which includes one 
state championship, two 
North Sectional titles and 
seven league titles, while 
being defeated once in the 
state final and twice at in 
the sectional final. 

Between the four of 
them, they have coached 
807 games and have a 
combined record of 516- 
213-78 with two state 
championships, 18 league 
titles, three sectional 
championships, while 
falling once in the state 
final, twice in the section- 
al final and going 0-2 in 
the Super-8 tournament, 
being the first Division 2 
team in the history of the 
tournament to compete. 

Then there's Shawsheen 
and we have records of 
the program's three 
coaches, Don _ Ayer, 
Gordon and Chuck Baker. 
Ayer coached for seven 
seasons and compiled a 
record of 107-26-7, which 
included five league titles 
and lost once in the sec- 
tional semi-finals. Bill 
Gordon was next and in 
his 27 years, he won 373 
games (don't have his 
losses or ties), had one 
state championship title, 
won two sectional titles, 
won 15 league titles and 
also lost once in the state 
final. Baker has coached 
the last 15 years and has 
an overall record of 196- 
99-26 with 13 league titles, 
while losing once in the 
state final and once in the 
sectional final. 

Combined those three 
coaches have won 676 
games with one state 
championship title, 33 
league titles with two 
teams losing in the state 
final and another in the 
sectional final. 

So let's do the math. The 
eleven coaches have com- 


bined to win 1,779 games, 
five state championship 
titles and 70 league cham- 
pionship titles, while com- 
bining for three losses in 
the state finals, one in the 
Eastern Mass final, three 


more in the sectional 
final, as well as compet- 
ing in the Super-8 tourna- 
ment once. 

That's a lot of winning. 

“Silver Lake. We go 
there, we fall in and we 
drink the water by acci- 
dent and then become 
good players,” _—said 
Doherty with a big laugh.

plays with a little bit of an 
edge and it just makes 
them a little bit better 
than everyone else, I think 


anyway.” 


TEWKSBURY HISTORY 


Several weeks ago, we 
featured Colin Ahern as 
part of our 'Where Are 
They Now’ series. Ahern 
is known as the best for- 
ward to ever come out of 
the TMHS program, He 
went on to play at 
Providence College and 
was drafted twice by the 
World Hockey Association 
and ended up playing a 
year in the ECHL. 

Besides him, we believe 
that since 1968 when the 
TMHS Hockey program 
started, the other D1 col- 
legiate players include 
Russ Mann (St. Lawrence 
University), Ed Hill and 
Greg Wilkie (University 
of Vermont), Kyle 
Favreau and Paul Botto 
(UMass-Lowell), Derek 
Petti (Merrimack) as well 
as Dave Wilkie and Ahern 
(Providence). Some of 
those players had _ brief 
careers, however, they 
still played Di college. A 
number of other guys also 
played at UML but the 
program was D2 at the 
time. 

To have eight players go 
from a Division 2 high 
school program to a D1 
collegiate program, espe- 
cially the likes of 
Providence, Merrimack 
and St. Lawrence is really 
remarkable. 

“It's been an unbeliev- 
able history (here in 
Tewksbury ),” said 
Doherty. “I think a big 
part of that used to be the 
youth program and I think 
they are starting to get 
back at that, trying to do 
Tewksbury Junior teams. 


We had a little bit of a gap 


where kids went to play in 
different places and some 
of them still go and do 
that now, but a lot of them 
now can just play for the 
Tewksbury Jr. Redmen 
with the sixth, seventh 
and eighth grade teams. 
Tim Quinn kind of con- 
trols that whole thing and 
he does such a great job.” 


SHAWSHEEN HISTORY 


In 11 of the. first 12 years 
of existence, the Rams 
qualified for the state 
tournament and you can 
probably count on one 
hand how many times the 
teams have missed the 
playoffs. In 1983-'84, the 
Rams captured the 
Division 3 (State) Eastern 
Mass Championship title 
(no Central or Western 
back: then) behind the 
play of three stars, Mike 
Giuggio, who finished 


with 80 points that season 
and was the League MVP, 
as well as other league 
all-stars, Chris Jones, 
Kevin Lambert and Mike 
Stone. 

The following year, the 
Rams finished 19-4-2 and 
were defeated in double- 
overtime in a complete 
heartbreaker by 
Westwood back in the 
(State) Eastern Mass 
Finals. 

Before and after those 
two magical years, the 
program had tremendous 
success with Ron and Bob 
Greenberg finishing sea- 
sons with 70 or 80-some- 
thing points. Then came 
2008 when Baker was 
enjoying his third season 
and guided the team back 
to the state final, losing to 
Shrewsbury in the state 
final. 

“Even though we lost, I 
look at this as a win-win 
situation for the program 
and the school,” said 
Baker after that loss. “I 
can’t thank all of the peo- 
ple who came out to watch 
us over these games. All 
of these fans who traveled 
to see us, and who paid 
the ticket prices, I can’t 
thank them-enough. Our 
fan base has gone to a 
new level. Our kids played 
for that, and I think ‘this 
has been just such a great 
thing for not only our pro- 
gram, but for the school 
as well. 

“J never thought we 
would be playing here but 
this group of kids are a 
very determined group, 
and they were that way 


from the get-go. All in all, . 


this has been a great 
accomplishment - win or 
lose, it’s just been such a 
great feeling.” 


WILMINGTON HISTORY 


Immediately when 
Wilmington High started 
to compete in the 
Merrimack Valley, the 
Wildcats had built a 
strong tradition with 
many winning teams. 
Fessenden and Palm had 


some sensational teams in 


the late 60's and 70's, 
including league MVP 
Dana Tighe as the goalie 
and some. other strong 
players. When asked 
about the . tradition, 
Seanlon brought up two 
players, who have an 
incredible link. 

“Both Ted Moran and 
John Harrison played 
here at Wilmington and 
then were captains at 
West Point and to me 
that's an amazing thing. 
From one small town, do 
you know how rare that 
would be? I don't think 
you would find another 
twosome in the country, 


who did that,” he said. 

At West Point, Harrison 
played from 1974-'75 to 
1977-'78. He ended his 
career with 77 goals and 
96 assists for 173 points, is 
number one all-time in 
penalty minutes with 116 
and is still tied for fifth 
all-time in program histo- 
ry with hat tricks in a sea- 
son of six. Moran, a 
defenseman, played from 
1982-'83 to '85-'86, and 
compiled 20 goals and 60 
assists for 81 points. 

When Harrison played, 
West Point was D2, but 


switched up to Di when | 


Moran -played and _ it's 
believed that he is the 
only player who has gone 
from WHS to a D1 colle- 
giate program. Both are 
enshrined in the WHS 
Hall of Fame. 

“In Division 2: and 3, we 
have had kids sprinkled 
all over the place (in dif- 
ferent colleges), so does- 
n't Tewksbury and same 
with — Billerica,” said 
Scanlon. “Billerica proba- 
bly has more Division 1 
kids than Tewksbury. If 
you put the towns right 
here like Billerica, 
Burlington, Wilmington, 
the Tech, Tewksbury, as 
well as Woburn and 
Reading, I mean you are 
talking about programs 
that have deep traditions, 
way back and I mean way 
back.” 

Seanlon said with each 
of those programs, he 
mentioned, certainly 
there's a lot of variables 
when it comes to the over- 
all success. 

“Youth Hockey got huge 
in all of the towns and 
stayed that way. Years ago 
anyway, we always had 
the natural environment - 
kids were skating all of 
the time. You would have 
the froze up lakes and 
(back yard rinks) and 
everyone just skated and 
that's all I can remember 
when we were kids. The 
weekends would’ be 
extremely cold and you 
would go out and skate all 
day. You don't really have 
that anymore.” 

Hopefully that can circle 
back, and the kids contin- 
ue.to hit the ice, no matter 
the town - Wilmington, 
Tewksbury, Billerica, 
Burlington, Chelmsford - 
and no matter for which 
school, Wilmington, 
Tewksbury, Shawsheen 
Tech or any of the other 
suburban towns. It would 
be something to see if this 
incredible hockey tradi- 
tion carries on for another 
50-60 years.

much of the game of vol- 
leyball is the fundamen- 
tals, serving, passing, hit- 
ting and _ defending.

that were not returned as 
well as seven additional 
aces. That’s a swing of 35 
points through the four 
sets. 

“T think the trouble was- 
n't as much serve-receive 
as it was out of system 
balls so we were having 
trouble defending on balls 
that were hit where we 
weren't expecting it to go 
and not necessarily off 
the serve because I 
thought the girls played 
well defensively,” said 
first-year head coach 
Lauren Donoghue. “We 
have good servers and 
some pretty good defend- 
ers, but trying to find 
what works offensively 
for us is going to take a lit- 
tle time.

BILLERICA - The

Tournament before being 
eliminated in the semi- 
finals by Stoneham. 

With the cancellation of 
the fall 2020 season due to 
COVID-19, the Rams didn’t 
get to defend their league 
crown in the usual way. 
But with the newly 
installed Fall-2 season set 
to get underway, the Rams 
will finally get 
chance, and Shawsheen 
coach Al Costabile 
couldn’t be happier to not 
only be defending their 
title, but just to be on the 
field at all. 

“We are very excited and 
very appreciative of hav- 
ing a season,” Costabile, 
who is entering his 23rd 
year as head coach of the 
Rams said. “The kids are 
excited. They wanted this 
opportunity and they 
hoped for it, but until you 
actually get it, you don’t 
actually know if it is going 
to happen in this time of 
unpredictability.” 

In addition to just getting 
the opportunity to play at 
all, this season also has 
the potential to be a very 
special one for the Rams, 
as they return a large 
number of players from 
2019’s championship team 
on both sides of the ball.

ity to put the ball in the air 
when called upon, after 
throwing for 1,407 yards, 14 
touchdowns and 11 inter- 
ceptions last season. 
Costabile is hoping for 
even better things from 
the senior signal caller 
this season. 

“He has matured since 
last season and you could 
really notice it this week in 
practice,” Costabile said. 
“He has a very good grasp 
of the offense and he has a 
great ability to throw both 
deep and intermediate 
passes. He is also improv- 
ing his decision making, 
which should help with his 
touchdown to interception 
ratio.” 

Setting the tone for the 
skill position players will 
be an offensive line 
anchored by four return- 
ing senior starters, includ- 
ing three-year starter 
Jonah Varallo at one tack- 
le and two-year varsity 
member Liam Kelley at 
the other. Three-year 
starter Alex Newcomb of

the guard spots for the 
Rams, while Liam 
Fitzgerald will return to a 
starting role at either the 
other guard or at center.

The only area of inexpe-

ation. 

But while they lack expe- 
rience, Costabile is confi- 
dent that the Rams have 
some promising prospects 
to fill those gaps, with 
three seniors making their 
mark in the preseason. 
Tim Annino bounced back 
from knee surgery in his 
sophomore year to have a 
solid junior season for the 
Rams, while Pete Caniff 
and senior newcomer Nick 
Benson could also make 
some noise. 

“Nick Benson has done a 
great job so far,” Costabile 
said. “He is kind of learn- 
ing on the fly, but he is 
doing very well. He could 
be someone who takes 
advantage of the opportu- 
nity for playing time. He 
has very good eye hand 
coordination and _ very 
good feet. He is a talented 
kid.” 

When the Rams do get 
into the end zone, or if they 
come up a little short, they 
also have a weapon that 
very few high school 
teams have in senior kick- 
er/punter Randy Leavitt, 


‘widely considered to be 


the best placekicker in the 
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“He is a huge asset for 
us. He is not only a great 
place kicker, but he is a 
great all-around kicker,” 
Costabile said. “Usually, a 
kicker can only do one or 
the other, but he excels in 
all aspects of the kicking 
game. He had some huge 
punts for us last year.” 

Defensively, the Rams 
also bring back plenty of 
experience, much of it 
from the same players pro- 
viding the experience on 
defense. The linebacker 
crew of Timmons, 
Newcomb and Fitzgerald 
should be a big strength 
for the Rams. Fitzgerald 
led the group last season 
with 52 tackles, while 
Newcomb had 48 and 
Timmons had 45 tackles to 
go along with two sacks 
and one fumble recovery. 

The defensive line will 
also be strong, with Kelley 
returning after making 40 
tackles last season, and 
Varallo returning to his 
starting role after making 
38 tackles last season. 
Meanwhile at defensive 
end Annino will lead a 
group that also includes 
Caniff and senior newcom- 
er Zach Wilson. 

Turner will anchor the 
defensive backfield, 
returning to his starting 
role after a junior season 
where he made 56 tackles 
while also making three 
interceptions, forcing 
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three fumbles and recover- 
ing two fumbles. 

“We have great leader- 
ship coming back in every 
group on defense,” 
Costabile said, “Coach 
Morneau a great job for 
us. Defense wins games. 
Offense can come and go, 
but the determining factor 
is defense. If you have 
great defense in every 
game, you are going to 
have a great season.” 

The Rams will be hoping 
that a great season leads 
them to consecutive CAC 
Large titles. With no post 
season tournament, and no 
league tournament in the 
CAC, the Rams will have to 
be at their best for each of 
the seven games on their 
schedule, all against 
league opponents. 

“The league is intact and 
everybody is ready to go. 
Greater Lawrence is 
always a challenge and 
they will be again. They 
are always well coached. 
And Northeast is going to 
really tough,” Costabile 
said. “The way it is set up 
now is that everybody will 
get to play everybody 
once. Whoever has the 
best record at the end of 
the season wins the 
league. As defending 
league champs, it means a 
lot to us to defend our 
title.”

In honor of the celebra- 
tion of St. Patrick’s Day, 
the “wearin’ 0’ the green” 
has become a steadfast tra- 
dition among Americans 
of Irish descent. This tra- 
dition is directly connect- 
ed to the long standing 
Irish symbol, the sham- 
rock. 

The Celtic druids believed 
the number 3 to be the per- 
fect number, holding mys- 


service! 


terious, mystical powers. 
This belief is clearly ex- 
pressed in the artistic sym- 
bolism of the time. Relics 
have been found featuring 
three headed faces, three 
legged symbols and the 
well known triskeles (three 
connected spirals). 

In addition, the Celtic so- 
ciety was formed within 
the context of the impor- 
tance of the number three, 
with the sacred three, the 
three classes, the three 
colors, and the three prin-

cipal gods. 

It is certainly no sur- 
prise that the three leaf 
shamrock was also held in 
high regard by the Celtic 
people. 

Legend has. it that when 
St. Patrick set out to con- 
vert the Celtic people of 
Ireland to Christianity, 
that he was well aware of 
the importance of the num- 
ber three, and used this 
knowledge to further his 
teachings. He used the sim- 
ple three leafed symbol of 
the shamrock to illustrate 
the Holy Trinity: The Fa- 
ther, The Son and The Holy 
Spirit. 

There is no real docu- 
mentation of these “sham- 
rock” teachings until the 
18th century when visitors 
to Ireland noted that locals 
wore bunches of shamrock 
on their hats in honor of 
St. Patrick’s Day, directly 
relating the shamrock to 
the teachings done by St. 
Patrick.

portant symbol. 

The likeness of a sham- 
rock has been found on 
ancient tombs and coins, 
and written references da- 
ting back to the 1600s. 

The shamrock is also 
documented as an edible 
commodity for both ani- 
mals and humans, used to 
feed livestock as well as to 
add flavoring to different 
recipes. 

By the 1700s, the symbol 
of the shamrock became 
the emblem of the Irish 
Volunteers, a militia with 
republican sympathies. 
Because of the use of a 
shamrock by this radical 
group, the shamrock sym- 
bol was soon associated 
with rebellion, which led 
Queen Victoria’s govern- 
ment to forbid the wearing 
of a shamrock symbol for 
all Irish regiments of the 
British Army well into the 
19th century. 

Hence, “the wearin’ 0’ 
the green” became a popu- 
lar phrase, recognizing the 
pride of Irish heritage. 

There does seem to be 
some debate over which 
plantlife is the actual Irish 
Shamrock. 

Most believe the original 
Irish Shamrock, known in 
Ireland as Seamrog, to be 
the common ground cover 
white clover (a.k.a. Trifo- 
lium Repens). This vigor- 
ous, stem rooted perennial 
has a trifoliate leaf and is 
native to Ireland. Occa- 
sionally, you can find a mu-

tated four leaflet, which 
appears as a four leaf 
clover. Because of the rari- 
ty of this formation, it is 
considered “lucky” and is 
said to bring good luck to 
those who find one. 

The other possible true 
shamrock plant is Oxalis 
Acetosella. This plant is 
also native to Europe, par- 
ticularly Ireland during 
St. Patricks time, and is a 
well known ibis C3 for 
food. 

Oxalis does not grow as 
abundantly as the crawl- 
ing, rooted white clover, 
as it is found mostly on 
the edge of wooded areas, 
and is a shade loving bulb 
plant. 

Both varieties are readi- 
ly available this time of 
year at local nurseries and 
supermarkets as “easy to 


care for” indoor plants. 

Be on the look out when 
purchasing an “authentic” 
Irish Shamrock plant, as 
many retailers also sell a 
similar variety of “sham- 
rock” known as Oxalis 
Trangularis. This plant 
looks very much like the 
Oxalis Acetosella shamrock 
variety, but could not be an 
authentic Irish Shamrock 
as it is a native plant to 
Brazil. 

Regardless of which 
shamrock plant you 
choose, the Irish Shamrock 
will add a festive touch of 
St. Patrick’s Day green to 
your home or office, and 
with a little luck, you may 
find that “lucky” four leaf 
version. After this difficult 
past year, we could use all 
of the “Luck of the Irish” 
we can get!

Blackman said, at the 
end of the story, that he 
still had the white shoe to 
exhibit, as proof.

BOSTON — A monument 
honoring a famed Civil 
War unit of Black soldiers 
is returning to downtown 
Boston, following a $3 mil- 


lion restoration. 

The bronze relief at the 
center of the Robert Gould 
Shaw and Massachusetts 
54th Regiment Memorial

is expected to be hoisted 
back into place Wednes- 
day (March 3) on the Bos- 
ton Common across from 
the Statehouse with the 


help of a crane. 

The relief has been un- 
dergoing restoration for 
months at the Skylight 
Studio at 105 Salem St. in 
Woburn. Owner Bob Shure 
has been directing the 
effort. Shure is a former 
Burlington resident who 
now lives in Wilmington. 

Crews have also been 
onsite working to restore 
the monument's marble 
and stone foundation. Of- 
ficials say the project is 
on track to be substantial- 
ly complete sometime next 
month. 

Long considered one of 
the nation’s greatest sculp- 
tures, the Shaw. Memorial 
captures the stirring call 
to arms answered by Black 
soldiers who served in the 
unit, which was popular- 
ized in the 1989 Oscar-win- 
ning movie “Glory.” 

American sculptor Au- 


gustus Saint-Gaudens spent 
14 years creating the mon- 
ument, unveiling it to fan- 
fare in 1897. 

But the work is also 
among those that has 
faced scrutiny amid last 
year's national reckoning 
on racism sparked by the 
killing of George Floyd by

The work depicts Shaw, 
the unit's white comman- 
ding officer, riding on 
horseback while his Black 
soldiers walk in the back- 
ground, a dynamic: that 
some suggest is problem- 
atic.
